(iOOD RACING AT HARLEM. 



Six Shooter won the most pretentious race at 
Harlem yesterday in a desperate drive by a short 
head from Bragg. It was the fourth on the card, a 
dashlof one and a sixteenth miles for three-year- 
olds and upward. Six Shooter was held a slight 
favorite over Jiminez, while as good as 5 to 1 could 
be had against Bragg. To an equitable start. Jim- 
inez at onee rushed to the front and opened up a 
gap of two lengths, with Bragg second and Harry 
New third. Going down the backstretch, Harry- 
New moved up to Jiminez. the two running almost 
as one horse until just before turning for home, 
where Bragg, which had always laid in easy reach 
of the leaders, easily took command and had a lead 
of a length about the last eighth post. Along here 
Six Shooter moved up fast and got on even terms 
with Bragg, the two fighting it out desperately to 
the wire Ranch appeared to put up a rather weak 
finish on Bragg, which many thought should have 
won. Orontas finished third five lengths back. He 
moved up fast, as usual, in the last quarter and 
finished strongly. Jiminez was well spent after 
running six furlongs. He is far from being the 
good horse he was here last year and has appar- 
ently trained off. 

The steeplechase resulted in an easy victory for 
Bristol, which fenced cleanly throughout and won 
with consummate ease by six lengths from Wen- 
lock. which beet Scorpio a head on the post for 
second placp. Bristol assumed command when 
nearing the ninth jump and gradually drew away 
from the field thereafter. Scorpio ran an excellent 
race for his first attempt at the steeplechase game 
and should be a hard horse to beat from now on. 
He fence* cleanly and has much speed on the flat. 
Captain Conover showed well up to the last jump 
and bears watching. Henry Gibbs lost his rider 
after taking the fifth jump and Greek Dollar fell 
heavily over the ninth. 

Dan McKenna proved to be the best of a field of 
fourteen maiden two-year-olds in the first race. He 
was backed from 6 to 1 into favoritism before go- 
ing to the post and rewarded the confidence placed 
in him by hia many supporters by running a good 
race, showing in the lead all the way and winning 
easily by one length from Daddy Bender, which 
beat Egg Nog g two for second place. Kite Star was 
hacked smartly by the talent, but the best he could 
do <ai to run fourth. 

Ernest Parham under a strong ride by Buchanan 
won the second race, a dash of six furlongs, by a 
half length from Della Oetrand, on which Theory, 
Carl Kahler and Sortie were lapped in the order 
named. Della Ostrand showed much speed but 
was tiring fast in the last sixteenth. Theory, as 
usual, showed faint-heartedness when the pinch 
came. Sortie was pocketed badly in the last six- 
teenth and did not get clear sailing until it was too 
late to be of advantage. With clearer sailing he 
would probably have won. 

Shooting Star was made an odds-on favorite in 
the fifth ra'e. but put np a shabby performance 
and after showing a little early speed retired beaten 
after running a half mile. St. Minor won easily by 
one and a half lengths from Gold Bell, which boat 
Topsoil one for second place. St. Minor ran the 
Oeet race of his career, displaying much speed and 
easily holding command throughout. Gold Bell, 
under a vigorous ride finished strongly. Topsoil 
made np mnch gronnd while coming down the last 
qearter. Mirance bumped intoHhooting Htar near 
the last eighth post, but the latter was well beaten 
• t the time and it made no change in the result. 

Ed Corrigan’s Layia took the last race'jby a neck 
in a fierce drive from Caliban, which heat Captain 
Gaines 10 for second place. Caliban was undoubt- 
edly the best, but lost position in a iam lost before 
reaching the first turn, and making np the lost 
ground took much of the strength away that was 
eecessary in the closing strides. Captain Gaines 
ran far below his best form, tiring rapidly in the 



final eighth. The race should do him much good 
and he ought to about beat this kind of horses the 
next time out. Lou Woods aud Peat showed early 
speed. The latter has undoubtedly trained off. 

A large gathering was present and saw a good 
afternoon’s sport. The track was fast and should 
be at its best today in case no rain falls.

THE YARD ARM— FLY TNG JIB CASK. 

A correspondent, J. A. G.. submits the following 
proposition: “I bet. third race Saratoga, on Bel- 
mont entry to win, giving the name of horses Yard- 
arm and Flying Jib as Belmont entry, intending to 
play Yardarm at first, but finding I had another 
horse in entry took the entry. Also told the book- 
maker I was playing Yardarm. Bookmaker claims 
I lost my bet and money. Is this right or not?” 

An entry is one or more horses. Belmont’s entry 
in this case was Flying Jib, and anyone bettiag on 
Belmont’s entry without qualification would neces- 
sarily have lost. Yardarm, prior to this race, had 
belonged to Mr. Belmont bnt, it seems, had been 
sold to John E. Madden, no notice of the sale hav- 
ing been given publicity. Supposing both horses 
to be still the property of Mr. Belmont Daily Rac- 
ing Fobm erroneously conpled them as an entry. 
J, A. G. bet on them as an entry. The bookmaker 
accepted the wager on the two horses as a conpled 
entry, knowing if J. A.G.’s statement is correct, 
that the latter relied on Yardarm to win for him. 
For this reason it does not seem that the book- 
maker can equitably claim to have won J. A. G.’e 
money, and as Yardarm was not a part of the Bel- 
mont entry the wager shonld be considered a draw.

It is decidedly surprising that such rich stakes 
should have been so scantily patronized, but the 
almost entire absence of euteries from the big New 
York stables accounts largely for this feature. The 
great majority of the eutries come from western 
and Cauadiau owners. Good horses nre among the 
nominations as the names of Aladdin, Runuels, 
Wyeth, Red Robe, Sombrero, Homestead, Dubious, 
Belle’s Commoner, Otis, Picquart, Flora Pomona, 
Dick Welles, J. Sidney Walker, An Revoir, Airtight, 
Her Letter. Gold Van, Olefiant, Sigmund, Sidney C. 
Love, Lady Sterling, Crimean, Old England, Wain- 
amoinen, Foxy Kane, Maximus, Baron Pepper, Heu 
Mac Dhni, Oroutas, Articulate, Six Shooter, Khaki, 
Joe Frey, Caviar, Admonition, aud Cambrian, will 
amply attest. 

A dispatch from Buffalo to Daily America of 
Tuesday says: “Work has been rushed along at 
the Kenilworth plant during the Inst week. The 
management has not the lenst doubt hut that every- 
thing will ho ready ahead of time. In fact, every- 
thing has progressed very satisfactorily since work 
began, and there are many things which will create 
interest iu the coming meeting. 

“The now course will lie a magnificent battle 
ground. Tho track is one of the widest in America, 
uud the easy turns will make it tho fastest. This 



new feature has struck all raeiag men with 
favor. It will prevent many accidents. Nine- 
tenths of the horses that stumble and fall do so at 
the head of the^homostreteta. Bnt there will be no 
abrupt curves in the Buffalo course. It means 
safety as well as speed. 

“Now that the conrse is nearing completion it 
can be seen that the management is sparing no ex- 
pense. When the plans for the clubhouse were first 
shown it was stated that the estimated cost would 
be $25,000. With no flourish of trumpets the ex- 
pense has been increased, until now it is stated 
that it will be greater than $50,000. This means the 
finest elnbhonse of any on the planet. Washington 
Park has long laid claim to the finest clubhouse on 
any track, and there is not the least doubt but that 
of the Kenilworth course will be better. It has the 
benefit of all modern improvements and the style of 
architecture is much more artistic.” 

Jack Follansbee’s four-year-old, Roehampton, by 
Batbampton — Agnes Flash, one of the speediest 
three-year-olds out last year, fell lame in work et 
the Saratoga track Monday morning, after a quick 
mile gallop. One of his forelegs has filled badly, 
and Mr. Follansbee and trainer Henry Mason fear 
that he has bowed a tendon. They hope he has not, 
and will know definitely in a few days. Roehamp- 
ton has not been this season within twenty pounds 
of his best form of last year — a circumstance at- 
tributed to his severe attack of sickness at Sheep s- 
head Bay last fall. If it should develop that the 
Bathampton colt really has bowed a tendon Mr. 
Follansbee will not attempt to train him again. 
He will be shipped to Mr. Follansbee’s estate in 
Mexico, to be bred to native Mexican horses. 

A Nashville dispatch to the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune says: “After more than thirty years 
devoted to improving the breed of tboronghbred 
horses and the upbuilding of the American turf, 
Gen. W. H. Jackson haB decided to retire from the 
business. Every thoroughbred will be sold at auc- 
tion October 22. These comprise about 250 stallions, 
broodmares, yearlings and weanlings. The stal- 
lions include that great son of Hanover. The Com- 
moner, for which General Jackson paid $15,000; 
grand old Luke Blackburn. Tithonus, son of St. 
Simon ; Inspector B., sire of the great Endurance 
by Right, and others. Belle Meade was founded in 
1803 by John Harding, and in the hnmble cabin now 
occupied by the famous ‘Uncle Bob,’ Gen. W. G. 
Harding was born in 1808. Gen. W. H. Jackson is 
General Harding’s son-in-law, and took charge of 
the establishment shortly after the Civil War. The 
mighty Priam, winner of the English Derby in 1830, 
once reigned supreme in the Belle Meade farm. 
Here, also, the great Vandal held his court, and is 
buried there, as are Jack Malone, Sir Richard, 
Childe Harold, Highlander, Bonnie Scotland, En- 
quirer and other great stallions. General Jackson’s 
failing health and distress, caused by the recent 
suicide of his son-in-law, Albert D. Marks, are the 
causes of his withdrawal from the breeding of 
thoroughbreds.” 

Says a Saratoga special to a Cincinnati news- 
paper: "Among the tnrfman of an older generation 
who are here is Charles Reed, proprietor of Fair- 
view Stock I arm, in Tennessee, once a partner of 
John Morrissey, and once the lessee of.tbe Saratoga 
course. He sat on the porch at the Grand Union 
Hotel talking to a number of friends about the 
day’s racing. In the course of his talk, he said: 

‘They’ve got a fine course up yonder now. and it 
will be better next year than it is now. But they’ve 
dubbed it wrong. They call it the American New- 
market. That’s ail wrong. It's the American 
Epsom or Longchamps. There’s no track in the 
world where the fashionables are so entirely in the 
lead. The air up there today was so altogether 
fashionable, that it was a bit too rare for a good 
many. If that s what the uaw management was 
after, that’s what it got. aud it ought to he suited.’ ’
